- In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section ( 1 ) , read with 
clause ( cc) of sub - section ( 2 ) , of section 280 of the Cantonment Act, 1924 ( 2 of 
1924 ) , the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to 
ainend the Military Lands and Cantonments Service ( Class I and Class II) Rules, 
1951, the same having been previously published as required by sub - section ( 1 ) 
of the sald section , namely : 

1. ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class II) second Amendment Rules , 1988. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette . 
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2 . In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service ( Class I and Class II ) Rules,
